Insects of ;iU kinds, and moht 
of tho small winded tilVio, tan efiectu- 
eilly be kept off by rnbbiuy all the wood- 
work of tho rooms, bedsteads, etc., with 
a solution of vitriol, tlie strength of 
which ran by increased in obstinate 
cases by adding to it an infubion of 
colocynth or bitter apple. It leaves no 
mark on tho wainscoting, etc., and can 
easily be done witfta flat whitewashing 
brush. Worms in wood, red ants, etc., 
will infallibly be destroyed if this in 
done.

Another remedy eo .Id bo kept ill one 


or two of the ornamental cups or bowls 
which are found in almost every apart- 
ment, whether it be bludj", reception 
room or bedroom, and ia prepared as 
follows: Grind two ounces of pepper 
freshly for tho purpose, mix it well with 
four ounces of brown sugar and stir it 
all intj one pint of infusion of quassia. 
Keep it well corked, in a bottle, store it 
in a cool place and pour a small quan- 
tity only when wanted into some small 
receptacle.

The eucalyptus plant certainly is a 


good preventive and, unless the leaves 
be deliberately squeezed, emits no ob- 
jectionable odor. Sachets of tho same 
are very strongly recommended, but 
presumably those who tried that par- 
ticular remedy for disinfecting purposes 
during the influenza plague will remem- 
ber the all pervading powers of that 
particular oil.

ord to disabuse tdtfir ariuds of the notion 
that the question is being discussed only 
in the newspapers of tho silver produc- 
ing States. Th?re are now six bills re- 
lating directly to silver before Congress, 
three in the House and three in the Sen- 
ate. 
Two of the bills pending in the 


House are for absolute free coinage and 
one is for tho repeal of the Bullion Pur- 
chasing Act. 


One of the free coinage bills was in- 


troduced by Bland of the Committee on 
Coinage, Weights and Measures, rnd the 
other is the Stewart bill, which passed 
the Senate. 
The bill to repeal tho Ball 


ion Purchase Ao.t was introduced by 
Williams of Missachusotta and is pow 
before the Coinage Committee. 
Of 
the 


three silver bills before the Senate, OPS 
was introduced by Sherman for the re- 
peal of tho Bullion Purchase Act; an- 
other was introduced by Hill of New 
York to repeal certain sections of that 
Act, and tlio third, introduced by Senator 
Stewart, is to amend the Hill bill so as 
to substitute free coinage for tho pur- 
chase of bullion. 


In uddi'ion to these six bills, whicl 


deal directly w i t h tde silver question 
there is be torn the Houso Committee ou 
B-mking ami Currency, a bill introducer 
by Andrews of Massachusetts to increase 
tho circulation of National bunks anc 
for other purposes, One of the "othe 
purposes" is to repeal the Bullion Pur 
chase Act, so that iu reality this bill as 
well as the others enumerated, has a di 
rect bearing on the silver question, which 
makes seven bills in nil relating almos 
directly to silver now before Congress.
